Publicity—be it positive or otherwise—is hardly difficult 
to come by in New York City, the media mecca of the 
world. The 1998 Yankees, however, one of the best 
teams ever to take the field, playing in arguably the 
most exciting baseball season of all time, systematically 
carved themselves a place in local sports lore—and 
attracted a lion’s share of national press coverage— 
without the presence of a single stand-out superstar. 


“When the playing field is leveled - when winning percentage, not 
number of wins, defines greatness and when teams are measured 
against the competition of their day - the Yankees still belong in 
the pantheon of the finest assemblages of baseball players,” 
writes Tom Verducci of Sports Illustrated. “Carve this into granite: 
the ‘98 Yankees are the greatest team since the 1947 integration 
of baseball and, along with their pinstriped predecessors in 1927 
and 1939, one of the three best teams of this century.” 


The “Greatest Team Ever” label, applied to the Bombers in the days 
and weeks following their four-game World Series sweep of San Diego, 
is, according to the popular press, a fitting designation. 


“This team can find competition only from earlier Yankees: in 1936-39, 
or Babe Ruth’s 1927 squad,” Joel Stein writes in Time. 


How appropriate: a throwback club, rivaled among the game’s greats by 
only the most dominating teams in Yankee history.

The rotation’s youngster, Andy Pettitte, will turn 27 this year, 
which should be a tell-tale season for this lefty. The league-leader 
in wins for the past three years combined, Pettitte pitched well 
last season, but not up to the standards he set with his phenomenal 
first two seasons. With a fresh start in 1999, Pettitte should be 
back on top of his game. 


Orlando “El Duque” Hernandez, who will be 30 in October, had 
a successful rookie season, going 12-4 with a 3.13 ERA in 21 
games. The sophomore jinx shouldn't affect him, as his sundry 
delivery angles will continue to vex the opposition. 


Hideki Irabu, another enigma, showed signs of greatness with a 
9-3 start last year, but settled into a 13-9 season. Consistency 
should be his goal. He will be 30 in June and could greatly benefit 
from the tutelage of a player like Clemens. 


The bullpen will again be led by Mariano Rivera, another 30-year-old 
to be, and one of the most effective closers in baseball. With 
1998's performance, he’s lowered his career ERA to 2.75 and has 
posted 84 saves and a career 22-10 record. 


Mike Stanton will provide adequate southpaw relief, while Ramiro 
Mendoza and a hopefully healthy Jeff Nelson and 


Darren Holmes will contribute as well. 


Several new faces like Ryan Bradley, Jim Bruske, Mike 
Buddie, Mike Jerzembeck and Todd Erdos, will try to 
break into the pen. Additionally, one of the Yankees’ off-season 
acquisitions, Dan Naulty, could also provide an additional 
right-hander. 


CATCHERS 


Jorge Posada began to assert himself as the Bombers’ every day 
catcher in 1998 and can only benefit from having one more season 
under the tutelage of Girardi and with a familiar pitching staff.

Newcomers D’Angelo Jimenez and Alfonso Soriano have a battle 
ahead of them to make it onto the major league roster, but may 
do so at third behind Brosius. 


OUTFIELDERS 


With the excitement around last year’s post-season, the Yankees 
will have some decisions to make. Bernie Williams is back to 
defend his batting title and anchor center field. While Paul 
O’Neill and his .317 average have a lock on right field, Shane 


Spencer might see some time there and in left as well. 


Left field could be as wide open as it was during the post-season 
with Ricky Ledee providing left-handed power, Chad Curtis 
strong defense, and youngsters like Donzell McDonald trying to 
catch a shot at the majors. 


Chili Davis is back to DH but it doesn’t look like he’ll be doing 
much defensive work. Darryl Strawberry, signed to a minor league 
contract, hopes to return to action as well, fully recovered and ready 
to go after colon cancer surgery during last year’s post-season. 


On paper, 1999 looks even brighter than 1998, and last year’s 
Bombers were World Champions. Transitively, this season’s 
squad looks to pick up where its former self left off—winning,

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Torre's magical 1998 was marked by personal 
milestones. On August 11 against Minnesota, a 
7-0 Yankee victory, Torre evened his career man- 
agerial mark at 1,168-1,168 - overcoming the 
second-largest deficit in major-league history 
(135 games below .500). Torre led the Bombers to 
their fourth-straight post-season appearance and 
third tn his first three seasons at the helm a club 
mark surpassed only by skippers Casey Stengel 
(1949-53) and Houk (1961-64). 

A .297 lifetime hitter from 1960-1977 with 
the Milwaukee and Atlanta Braves, Cardinals 
and Mets, Torre played on nine All-Star teams 
and won a Gold Glove as a catcher in 1965. He 
received the National League MVP award in 
1971 after leading the league with a .363 aver- 
age, 230 hits, 137 RBI and 352 total bases. 

Despite his distinguished baseball career, 1996 “ss 


was Torres first appearance in the World Series. 
In 1998 he showed that his success wasn’t a fluke, 
and in 1999 Torre has virtually the same team he 
skippered to one of the best seasons ever. Not too

Bernie Williams established himself in 
1998 as one of the American League’ 
premier players - at one of the most storied 
positions in all of sports.

He also 
captured his second-straight Gold Glove in 
center field and was named to his second 
All-Star Team.

Perhaps the brightest star on the mound in the Yankees’ minor league sys- 
tem, Ryan Bradley had a meteoric rise through the organization in 1998, 
capped by an August call-up to the Bronx. Bradley, who began the season 
at Class A Tampa, went 2-1 with a 5.68 ERA in five appearances, includ- 
ing one start, with the Bombers. Drafted out of Arizona State in June of 
‘97, Bradley’s age (23) and ability should make him a mainstay in 
Pinstripes for years to come. 


Mike Buddie *52 RHP 

Mike Buddie moonlighted as the Yankees’ human elevator in 1998, shut- 
tling between Columbus and the majors a total of six times, but pitching 
effectively at each stop. Buddie racked up a 5-0 record and 2.74 ERA in 
26 appearances with the Triple-A Clippers and made the most of his time 
with the Yanks, posting a 4-1 record and 5.62 ERA in 24 games asa 
middle reliever and spot starter. With the experience of ‘98 under his belt, 
Buddie figures to be in contention in ‘99 for a spot in the bullpen. 


Mike Jerzembeck *63 RHP 

Queens native Mike Jerzembeck knows a little bit about the ups and downs 
of big league baseball. Recalled in August from Columbus, Jerzembeck made 
a successful debut - hurling a perfect ninth against Kansas City - but was 
knocked around in two consecutive September starts versus AL powers 
Boston and Cleveland. Despite posting an 0-1 record and 12.79 ERA in 
1998, Jerzembeck will look to draw on his late-season experience to contend 
for a spot in his hometown club's bullpen.

y With a side-arm delivery, Jay Tessmer already stands out among Yankee 
pitchers. After his major league debut last season, a perfect inning of relief 
against Anaheim, he’s distinguished himself even more. Tessmer apppeared 
in seven games in 1998 for the Yankees and posted a respectable 3.12 
ERA. Prior to his call-up, he split time between Norwich and Columbus. 
Side-arm delivery not withstanding, Tessmer will make a direct run at 
breaking into the ranks of the pitching staff. 


Jim Bruske *61 RHP 

A late 1998 addition to the Bomber organization, Jim Bruske impressed 
the Yankees in his month-long stint in the Bronx, posting al-0O record 
and 3.00 ERA in three appearances. Acquired in an August trade from 
the San Diego Padres, Bruske recorded a 1.17 ERA in four games at 
Triple-A Columbus before his promotion, and, in his first major league 
start, earned the Yankees’ 114th victory of 1998 against Tampa Bay in 
the season finale. Bruske could find himself in the Bronx to stay in ‘99. 


Mike Figga*13 c 


Mike Figga played in just one game last season with the Bombers, but he 


has managed to make quite an impression. Starting behind the plate, 
Figga went 1-for-4 and scored a run. He batted .280 at Columbus with 
95 RBI and 26 homers in 123 games. A 1989 free-agent draft selection, 
Figga has been steadily rising through the minor league ranks, and made 
his big league debut in 1997, playing two games as a Yankee. 

Figga can only gain from the experience of Joe Girardi and Jorge Posada 
as he continues to develop. 


Dan Naulty *31 RHP 

One of less than a handful of new faces for the Yankees 

this year, Dan Naulty hopes to make the most of his opportu- 

nity to break into the bullpen. Naulty was acquired from the 
Minnesota Twins for minor-league third baseman Allen Butler in 
November. After beginning the season in Triple-A Salt Lake, Naulty 
was called up and was 0-2 in 19 relief appearances for the Twins. 
Naultys arm should give the Bombers added fire power among their 
already strong staff of relievers. 


ON THE WAY UP 


Darrell Einertson *67 RHP 
If Darrell Einertson's brief history in the 
Yankee organization is any indication, it 
shouldn't be very long before the 26-year-old 
dons Pinstripes. Despite missing the bulk of 
1998 due to injury, Einertson posted a 3-1 
record and 1.02 ERA in 17 appearances for 
Double-A Norwich, a season after leading 
the Tampa staff in ERA (2.15) and pacing 
his Arizona Fall League club with a 4-0 
record and 1.78 ERA in 18 relief appear- 
ances.

He batted just .254 
but drove in a team-leading 28 runs on 
35 hits, including nine doubles, two 
triples, and six homers. 


Donzell McDonald *84 or 
Opposing pitchers are a little more alert 
when Donzell McDonald is on base. This 
speedster spent much of 1998 at Double-A 
Norwich, hitting .253 with 20 doubles and 
35 stolen bases in 134 games. Named the 
best and fastest Class A base runner in a poll 


of managers in 1997 while at Tampa, 
McDonald swiped a career-high 54 bases 
with Oneonta in 1996 and stands as one of 
the most legitimate stolen-base threats in the 
Yankee organization. If his high strike out 
total, can be curtailed, McDonald’ major 
league-caliber tools shouldn't let him remain 
in the minor leagues for long. 
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Luis De Los Santos *64 RHP 
Only 21 years old, Luis De Los Santos is 
poised to follow fellow Latin-Americans 
Ramiro Mendoza and Mariano Rivera to the 
Yankee Stadium mound.

The Yankees organization prides Itself on excel 
lence both on and off the fleld. The Bronx Bombers 
are committed to giving back to the surrounding 
community. Once agaln In 1999, the Yankees are 
heavily Involved with numerous charities, non-profit 
organizations, schools and youth groups In the New 
York Metropolitan Area. Here Is a brief listing of 
current Yankees programs underway, Illustrating 
their path of re-Investing In the community. 


THE YANKEE FOUNDATION 

Since its inception in 1973, the Yankees have con- 
tributed to vital New York community projects through 
this philanthropic organization founded by Yankees 
Principal Owner George Steinbrenner. The Foundation 
has raised nearly $3.5 million for athletic, recreational 
and educational programs for New York's young people. 
Some of the groups that receive assistance from the 
Foundation include the New York Urban League, Boys 
Club of Greater New York, the Harlem R.B.I. program, 
Boy Scouts, Big Brothers of New York, Catholic Youth 
Organizations, Fresh Air Fund, Instructional Television, 
Police Athletic League, Special Olympics, Children's 
Health Fund, Patrolmen's Benevolent Association and 
the YMCA as well as numerous university programs. 


NEW YORK YANKEES COMMUNITY COUNCIL 

The New York Yankees Community Council was estab- 
lished in the summer of 1994 as an extension of the 
New York Yankees Community Relations Department, 
assisting the Yankees in broadening their Community

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Outreach Programs. In 1998, the New York Yankees 
Community Council donated $150,000 to various non- 
profit organizations throughout New York City which 
provide programs focused on youth development, 
community development and education. 


MOST VALUABLE PUPIL SCHOLARSHIP 

Each year, the community council honors top graduat- 
ing seniors from high schools in the Bronx with a schol- 
arship, tickets to a Yankees home game and a pre-game 
ceremony. In 1998, the council awarded 27 - $1,500 
scholarships to students for their academic achievement 
and community service. 


COMMUNITY YOUTH LEADERSHIP CORP. AWARD 


In 1998, the council awarded 55 - $500 stipends to 
Bronx youth for outstanding work in the community. 
They were also invited to a Yankees game in September 
and honored during a pre-game ceremony. The council 
accepts nominations for this annual award from each of 
the 12 Bronx Community Boards. 


THE SILVER SHIELD FOUNDATION 

Established in 1981 by George Steinbrenner, the 
Foundation provides college scholarships for the chil- 
dren of New York police officers, firefighters and state 
troopers killed in the line of duty. Since its inception, 
over $2 million dollars has been contributed through the 
Yankees’ donation of proceeds from the annual Silver 
Shield game and from New York's top business leaders 
and concerned citizens. 


A MAJOR BLOOD DONOR EFFORT 

Realizing the shortage of blood units in the city, the 
Yankees have taken a leadership role in gathering blood 
donors. First, in conjunction with the Hudson Valley 
Blood Services, the Bombers host an annual blood drive 
at Yankee Stadium. The blood collected helps stabilize 
donor levels in the summer, a season when donations 
usually drop. The 1998 blood drive brought in 455 units, 
making it the largest donation in the history of Yankee 


Stadium. To promote donations among local youth, the 
Yankees have teamed up with the New York Blood 


Center & MetLife to create the High School Blood 
Donor Championships, a competition among schools 
for the most blood donors. All participants become eli- 
gible to receive autographed Yankee memorabilia, while 
participants from the winning school will have a night 
in their honor at the Stadium and be presented with a 
championship flag prior to that night's game. In 1998, 
the blood center collected 25,610 donations from area 
high schools. More than 200 area hospitals and thou- 
sands of patients benefited from the program. 


CON EDISON/YANKEES BASEBALL PROGRAM 

This year marked the 30th anniversary of the partner- 
ship between Con Edison and the Yankees that has pro- 
vided free admission to more than 2.6 million area

third annual championship on June 5, 1998, in the 
Great Moments Room at Yankee Stadium. Winning 


youth. The program has also been used to honor area 
students’ outstanding academic achievements during 
on-field pre-game ceremonies. This partnership has 
given many young people in New York City and 
Westchester County their first opportunity to attend a 
professional baseball game. 

Tickets are distributed by Con Edison to youth organi- 
zations in New York City and Westchester County on a 
first-come, first-serve basis. Approximately 3,000 tick- 
ets per game were made available to these organizations 
for 11 games during the 1998 season. 


CITY HARVEST FOOD DRIVE 

On December 18, 1998, the Yankees hosted their annu- 
al City Harvest food drive at the Stadium. In an effort 
to encourage people to donate, the Yankees awarded two 
free tickets for every 10 pounds of food collected. 
Approximately 7,000 pounds of food were accepted and 
distributed to families in the Bronx. 


BASEBALL TIVY 

Realizing the power of the game to educate today's 
youth, the Yankees sponsor the Baseball TIVY mathe- 
matics program -- a fun, group math competition that 
combines the rules of baseball with basic math applica- 
tions. Six workshops are held at the Stadium to intro- 
duce the game to teachers who in return teach the game 
to their students. The game was brought to the students 


students from New York City's elementary schools were 
awarded trophies and cash prizes. 


YANKEES BASEBALL CLINICS 

In 1998, the Yankees co-sponsored and hosted over 40 
baseball clinics at Yankee Stadium for New York City 
area youth. Hundreds of children participated in 
these clinics instructed by Yankees coaches and players. 
Participants were provided game tickets following 
the clinics. 


PUBLIC SERVICE AWARDS 

Annually the New York Yankees co-sponsor and host 
the Public Service Awards at Yankee Stadium. This 
ceremony honors individuals in law enforcement, 
firefighting, and related fields throughout New York 
State for performing heroic acts in the line of duty. 


HISPANIC ACHIEVEMENT AWARDS 

On September 22, 1998, the Yankees honored 150 
Latino students at Yankee Stadium for their outstanding 
scholastic achievements. The students were honored on 
the field before the start of the game. The scholars and 
their families were also invited to stay for the game. 


ALL-CITY TRACK AND FIELD 

CHAMPIONSHIP DINNER 

On June 1, 1998, the Yankees once again hosted the 
annual All-City Track and Field Championship Dinner

Over 100 players from each of the Bronx 
area Little Leagues were selected to participate based on 
their work in the classroom, on the field and in the com- 
munity. Their achievements were rewarded with a clinic 
at the Stadium and tickets to a home game. 


MONTEFIORE'S CHILD PROTECTION CENTER 

The Yankees have been working alongside Montefiore 
Hospital to raise funds for the Montefiore Child 
Protection Center. The center is devoted to medical and 
psychosocial assessment and treatment and follow-up of 
abused children. The Yankees host a "Go to Bat for 
Montefiore" Night at the Stadium, where thousands of 
tickets are donated with the proceeds going to the cen- 
ter. In addition, the Yankees provide memorabilia for an

FIELD OF DREAMS 

The Yankees participate in True Value Hardware's Field 
of Dreams program, where local youth baseball fields are 
renovated courtesy of the Yankees and True Value. The 
primary goal of the program is to make public baseball 
fields playable, safe places for people to learn and enjoy 
our nation's pastime both in urban and suburban set- 
tings. Six fields are chosen each year to be refurbished in 
the Bronx community. 


The Yankees teamed up with the New York Blood Center & MetLife to 
create the High School Blood Donor Championships. The 1998 winners 


are honored during a pre-game ceremony. 


JUNIOR ACHIEVEMENT 

The Yankees and JA started a pilot program in 1998 
known as Building Achievement through Sports and 
Education (BASE). Working with a set curriculum, 
front office personnel dedicate an hour each week teach- 
ing in area Bronx high schools. The program was estab- 
lished to help students understand the business side of the 
sports and entertainment industry by teaching them the 
basic economic principles that apply to these industries.

Now in their 22nd year of involvement, the Yankees 
have sponsored and underwritten the Classic in associa- 
tion with the New York Urban League.

With 
the home run mark obliterated, some would say that DiMaggio’ s 56-game hitting streak is the fone

On May 15, 1941, DiMaggio hit an RBI single off of Cotton Ed Smith of the Chicago White Sox. It 
was the only Yankee run in a 13-1 drubbing. 


“At the time it didn’t mean very much,” DiMaggio later recalled. 


The loss dropped the Yankees to 14-15 and fourth place! The Bombers had mysteriously under-performed 
in 1940 and 1941 seemed destined to provide more of the same. They had lost four straight, and 10 of 
their last 14. 


DiMaggio opened the season on fire, hitting in each of his last 19 spring training appearances and the 
first eight regular season games for an unofficial 27-game hitting streak. At streak’s end he was hitting 
525 with four homers and 14 RBI. Shortly thereafter, the Yankees faced Philadelphia A’s junkballer 
Lester McCrab, who induced four ground-outs from DiMaggio. A full-fledged slump followed. 


As DiMaggio went, so went the rest of the Yankees. 


The next day, though, DiMaggio hit again, as he did the day after, and the day after that, and so on for 
almost two weeks before anyone noticed. Dan M. Daniel, sportswriter for the New York World-Telegram 
called “Snorter Casey,” put out notice in The Sporting News that DiMaggio had a 13-game hitting streak 
going. Daniel was well-positioned to observe the streak, serving as official scorer for Yankees home games. 


The first record broken by DiMaggio was Roger Peckinpaugh’s team mark of 29 games, tied in the former 
shortstop’s presence on June 16, and broken against the White Sox the next day. The media crush (such 
as it was in those days) had already begun, but DiMaggio seemed to thrive on the pressure. In fact, it was 
at this moment that DiMaggio really caught fire. In the first 31 games of The Streak, DiMaggio hit .363. 
In the last 25 he hit .461. Internally he was a mess, fighting ulcers and frantically chain smoking. 


“I was able to control myself, but that doesn’t mean I wasn't dying inside,” he said later, but the pressure 
he felt was never displayed on the field. 


DiMaggio’s one hit off Dizzy Trout in game 34 surpassed Rogers Hornsby’s record for right-handed hitters. 

In Game 40 DiMaggio tied Ty Cobb's best hitting streak, a feat made more difficult by A’s starter Johnny 

Babich's vow not to pitch to him. Undeterred, DiMaggio stepped across the plate for a wide pitch and hit it 
into the outfield. (A’s manager Connie Mack later disciplined Babich for his unsportsmanlike 

conduct). In Game 42 he tied George Sisler’s “modern” record of 1922.

A publicfascination grew, teams around the league began to hype DiMaggio’s appearances. 
“Sensational Joe DiMaggio,” read an ad for the St. Louis Browns, “will seek to hit safely 
in his 49th consecutive game. Thurs. Nite, July 10 at St. Louis.” 


Bandleader Les Brown even recorded a song, “Joltin’ Joe DiMaggio:” 
He started baseball’: famous streak 
Thats got us all aglow 
He's just a man and not a freak 
Joltin Joe DiMaggio! 
Joe, Joe DiMaggio 


We want you on our side! 


_ Released just three weeks after the end of the streak, the song peaked at #12. 
_ This was not the only example of DiMaggio hysteria: stories out of the All- 
Star Game in Detroit had DiMaggio injured in a car accident on his way to 
the exhibition. The story was of course false, as DiMaggio showed by 
_ stroking a hit in the game. It didn’t count towards the streak, but it proved 
that rumors of his demise had been greatly exaggerated. 


The streak nearly ended on two occasions before DiMaggio could confront the final record in font of === 


him, Wee Willie Keeler’s 1897 National League record of 44 games, In Game 30 DiMaggio’s only hit was 
a bad-hop grounder bobbled by shortstop Luke Appling. Daniel ruled it a hit. In Game 38, a home game 
against Eldon Auker and the Browns, DiMaggio was hitless going to the bottom of the eighth. Due to 
bat fourth in the inning, it was the eighth or never for DiMaggio. The Yankees had a two-run lead and it 
was unlikely the Yankees would bat in the ninth. 


With one out, Red Rolfe drew a walk. Tommy Henrich batted next. He worried that if he hit into a double 
play, DiMaggio’s streak would end. Calling time, he asked manager Joe McCarthy for permission to bunt. 
Permission was granted and the sacrifice accomplished. DiMaggio came to the plate and immediately 
ended the suspense by hitting Auker’s first pitch for a double. Keeler’s record finally fell on July 2, with a 
game-winning home run off of Red Sox ace Dick Newsome. Recalling Keeler’s famous motto, 
DiMaggio’s roommate Lefty Gomez observed, “He hit it where they ain’t.” 


Now DiMaggio could cruise. Every hit would simply extend his own record. Cruise he did, despite such 
distractions as having his favorite bat stolen, ransomed, and returned. He hit in 11 games after breaking 
Keeler’s record, hitting .545 (24-44). At 56 games, DiMaggio was less than a week away from his own 
Pacific Coast League record of 61 straight games with a hit. 


Game 57 took place at Municipal Stadium, the cavernous home of the Cleveland Indians. The largest 
crowd ever to see a baseball game at that point, a whopping 67,468 turned out. The pitcher was 24 year-old 
Al Smith, but the man on the mound was secondary to the air-tight left side of the Cleveland infield, 
which featured shortstop Lou Boudreau and third baseman Kenny Keltner. Boudreau went on to the Hall 
of Fame, whereas Keltner is little remembered today, but during his career he was a seven-time All-Star 
and was recognized as the best defensive third baseman of his time. 


Keltner had a special plan for DiMaggio. 


“Keltner played a very deep third base the entire game,” Boudreau wrote in his autobiography, “figuring, 
as we all did, that DiMaggio wouldn't bunt as a matter of pride.” 


The rest of the story is quickly told: DiMaggio was robbed of three sure hits by three great fielding plays, 
two by Keltner behind the bag, and one by Boudreau on a hard smash up the middle. The streak was over. 


“The play Ken made on me in the first inning, when he went behind third for a backhand stop of that

DiMaggio told the New York Times. “When they take them away from you like that, there’s nothing a fel- 
low can do about it. Anyway, it’s all over now.” 


After the game he joked with Phil Rizzuto that Keltner had cost him $10,000. “The Heinz 57 people 
wanted to make some kind of deal.” 


“I wish it could have gone on forever,” DiMaggio said wistfully, and it almost did. With the next game he 
began a new hitting streak, this one lasting 16 games. In all, DiMaggio hit in 72 of 73 straight contests. 


The Yankees, who had begun the streak in fourth place, five and a half games out, rode it into first place 
and a commanding lead. DiMaggio’s good karma was contagious. During DiMaggio’s 56 games, the ball 
club would set a major league record by homering in 25 straight 
contests. At the height of the streak the Yankees won 17 of 18 
games, and on July 17 held a seven game lead over the Cleveland 
Indians. If DiMaggio did not personally end the pennant race, 
he provided the impetus that did. 


Under different circumstances, that’s all The Streak might have 
meant: a ballplayer got hot and a team won a pennant. Yet this 
streak transcended baseball for a great many people. 


Americans date World War II as 1941-1945, as if the day before 
Pearl Harbor the nation was at peace and the day after it was at 
war, but it really wasn’t like that. 


There was a long, painful slide into the conflict and America was a very 


nervous place. 


Five days into The Streak, on a day DiMaggio went 1-5 against 
Eldon Auker of the St. Louis Browns, a German U-Boat sunk 
the American merchant ship Robin Moor. FDR used the occa- 
sion to escalate the rhetoric of the undeclared war in the 
Atlantic, calling the sinking, “an act of intimidation,” to which, 
“we do not propose to yield.” The skeleton hand was knocking 
on the door. Thus the summer of 1941 was one that Americans 
wanted to hold on to, for the coming autumn held only fear and 
uncertainty. 


On May 27, Game 12 of The Streak, President Roosevelt again 
addressed the American public, this time to proclaim that a state 
of “unlimited national emergency exists,” and that, “we will not 
hesitate to use our armed forces to repel attack.” On June 22, 
Game 35 for DiMaggio, the Germans began Operation 
Barbarossa, the invasion of the USSR. The Germans had 
already conquered almost the whole of Europe. 


In the midst of this jittery atmosphere and the acrid smell of war 
was Joe DiMaggio and his hitting streak. The streak continued, 
the season could not end, and the war stayed in the distance. 


Of course, it wasn't all sadness and avoidance. There was joy in fol- 
lowing DiMaggio’s streak, pleasure in seeing excellence in action. 
As a player, DiMaggio was that good, and it was clear to even the 
most casual observer that The Streak represented a unique chance 
to see a great ballplayer exceed his own talents. 


Discipline was all DiMaggio did. Asked why he always hustled, DiMaggio replied, “There might be 
someone out there who has never seen me before.” In 1951, DiMaggio retired, walking away from a contract 
that would have paid him $100,000 just to play in home games. “I don’t want them to remember me 
struggling,” he said. 


DiMaggio also had to transcend his ethnic background. Life magazine “praised” DiMaggio in its May 
1939 issue by writing of him that, “Italians, bad at war, are well-suited for milder competition...Although 
he learned Italian first, Joe, now 24, speaks English without an accent, and is otherwise well adopted most 
US mores. Instead of olive oil or smelly bear grease he keeps his hair slick with water. He never reeks of 
garlic and prefers chicken chow mein to spaghetti... Joe DiMaggio’s rise in baseball is a testimonial to the 
value of general shiftlessness...” A photo of DiMaggio with Joe Louis was captioned, “Like Heavyweight 
Champion Louis, DiMaggio is lazy, shy and inarticulate.” 


The Streak changed all of that. It took DiMaggio’s innate reserve and transformed it into presence. His 
unique approach and determination to excel under all circumstances were finally appreciated. His natural 
reticence - and perhaps on some level, feelings of social inadequacy (“I can remember a reporter asking 
for a quote, and I didn’t know what a quote was,” DiMaggio has recalled. “I thought it was some kind of 
soft drink.”) - were changed, with the help of The Streak, into a mysterious superiority, until DiMaggio, 
in his maturity as a man and as a ballplayer could transform it into dignity. 


56. For eight weeks it distracted the nation from the terrible ordeal that was hurtling towards it like a 
runaway train, in the process taking a shy but proud outfielder and elevating him to the status of icon. 


DiMaggio did not go out on the field when not at his best. There was an element of pride in this too: 
DiMaggio did not want to be seen at less than his best. 


For one moment in time, May 15 to July 16, 1941, there was no one better. The confluence of events - a 
unique time, a unique talent, and a unique personality - created baseball’s most transcendent moment. For 
all the publicity surrounding subsequent achievements, no other event has mattered quite as much as 
DiMaggio’s streak did to the fans who witnessed it and the nation it helped to comfort.
